The Rodies: seventh ward wizards 


Editor's note: The Seventh Ward has been 
legendary in Terre Haute politics. Election 
after election, the votes are there for the Dem- 
ocrats. Charlie and Liz Rodie are legendary 
characters in that ward. The following profile 
is the third and final in a series on local com- 
mitteemen who are known for their prowess in 
the absentee ballot race and electioneering in 


general.

Charlie Rodie poking around the tomato 
garden in his back yard doesn't exactly re- 
mind you of Marlon Brando in “The God- 
father," but he has done about as many 
favors and probably gained as many politi- 
cal enemies as that fictional don. 

Traces of Rodie's Italian ancestry linger 
in his speech as he talks about politics, his 
favorite subject and one he should be ex- 
pert at. He has been at it since he was 20 
years old in 1932. 

As veteran Democratic committeemen 
go, Rodie is a newcomer, having only been 
a committeeman since 1960. But his ex- 
perience in local politics has been a 
lifetime avocation. 

He and his wife Liz have Precinct J of the 
Seventh Ward and they work it well. In ad- 
dition, the Rodies have a daughter in 
another precinct who is very active. 

Rodie's precinct north of Twelve Points is 
typical of Terre Haute's dependable Demo- 
cratic precincts. It is made up mostly of 
working people and retired persons and the 
Rodies help them with their problems 
downtown. 

Rodie is one of the more controversial 
and outspoken committeemen. He is dis- 
dainful of a number of fellow committee- 
men who, he claims, will only deliver votes 
"for the money." The same charges are 
made about him, mostly by disgruntled can- 
didates who thought they were going to win 
his precinct, but didn't. 

"| don't want money from them," Rodie 
replies indignantly when the subject is 
broached. “АШ | want is favors for my peo- 
ple if they win." Such favors are fixing 
holes in the street, keeping alleys in good 
repair, getting the trash hauled away. 

Rodie's opinions about some of the local 
politicians are unflattering. He has his 
enemies and his friends. Mayor William 
Brighton ranks high on the enemies list, 
while George (County Treasurer) 
Schoffstall is among the best of friends. 

Liz Rodie used to work for Brighton when 
he was county clerk, but lost her political 
respect for him when he gave up the office 
"to a Republican" to run for the mayor's 
job. Both Charlie and Liz are dyed in the 
wool Democrats and have a hard time 
squaring anything that benefits Repub- 
licans with the good of the party. 


Now Liz works for County Treasurer 
George Schoffstall. In their precinct Liz is 
acknowledged as the one who gets out the 
vote and she is one of the hardest-working 
committeemen in the business. 

Both Rodies are down on today's politi- 
cians -- “they are too greedy” -- and upon 
the absentee voting system which has 
evolved to meet the demands of these can- 
didates -- votes which can be counted upon 
before the election. 

“It's a shame what Terre Haute citizens 
have to tolerate -- the mayor, that police 
chief and that fire chief," Rodie complains. 
Evidently, Mayor Brighton feels the same 
way about Rodie since the committeeman 
says he can get virtually no cooperation 
from city officials for work in his precinct. 

Both Rodies deny having ever voted for a 
Republican, but Charlie feels the days are 
numbered for local Democrats unless they 
shape up. "The Republicans are going to 
take over, next time if not this," he warns. 

According to Rodie, he and his wife have 
been subjected to attempts to gerrymander 
their precinct, embarrass them, beat them 
and freeze them out. None have been very 
successful yet, though the precinct bound- 
aries were changed, depriving Charlie of a 
lot of old dependables. 

Attempts have been made to "steal" their 
absentees, with another woman posing as 
Liz's daughter in at least one instance at a 
home in the Rodie precinct. 

According to Charlie, the Rodie in- 
fluence with voters comes about by taking 
care of their problems. “Ме pay their taxes 
for them, get their mortgage exemptions, 
pick up groceries, trim trees, fix leaky 
faucets and other neighborly tasks. 

"Someone is desperate and needs help 
from the trustee and is ashamed to ask for 
it, we help them get it," Rodie explains. 

"You are good to people so they want to 
return the favor. It is a tough job, 365 days a 
year." 

The Rodies service about 400 absentees 
all told, not all of them in their own precinct. 
Anybody with that many absentees draws a 
lot of visits from politicians and the Rodie 


kitchen table has seen just about all of 
them from a fledging Birch Bayh to a wor- 
ried Ralph Berry. 

Charlie and Liz Rodie have seen them all, 
but they yearn for the former days of Vigo 
County politics when Dutch Letzkus ran a 
tight ship as chairman and Mayor Ralph 
Tucker listened -- and responded -- to com- 
mitteemen. 

And while they do a good job playing the 
absentee game, the Rodies remember the 
pre-absentee push days as more pleasant 
and just as successful. 

It is not just the hard work either, for, in 
many ways, absentees are easier than some 
of the previous methods politicians have al- 
ways used to influence votes. Charlie him- 
self used to quit his job a couple of months 
before the election to campaign full time for 
the candidates he was backing. 

The election game is different now, and 
Charlie and Liz, reflecting the feelings of 
many of an older generation of committee- 
men, aren't particularly happy with the new 
rules. 

They are also afraid that many of their 
voters are blaming the Democrats for the 
hassle on the absentees and that the ability 
of the party to deliver this fall may be in 
serious question. 

But aside from their fears and yearnings 
for a time past when candidates were 
gentlemen and committeemen were more 
respected, they will both be out there work- 
ing until late election night when the last 
vote is counted.

А luncheon meeting to discuss саве 
construction of a retirement community іп 
the Terre Haute area is scheduled for noon 
Thursday at the Howard Johnson Motor 
Lodge. 

Mrs. Mary Alice Banks is chairman of a 
planning committee interested in building a 
$6 to $8 million complete retirement com- 
munity here and she recently announced 
early plans at a press conference. 

Also at the press conference were 
Thomas Finnerty, president of Terre Haute 
Savings Bank, and Dr. Alan Rankin, former 
president of Indiana State University. 

Mrs. Banks said the luncheon is open to 
anyone interested. A presentation will be 
made by representatives of Presbyterian 
Housing Program, ап Indianapolis-based, 
not-for-profit corporation which owns and 
operates six such communities. 

The corporation would be willing to 
develop such a community here if sufficient 
interest is shown. Such communities are 
non-sectarian and are open to persons of 
any religious faith, Mrs. Banks emphasized. 

The $6 to $8 million project requiring 
about 40 acres of land under consideration 
would offer studio, one and two bedroom 
apartments to persons of any faith or per- 
suasion. In addition, according to Mrs. 
Banks, a resident would be able to live in- 
dependently and yet have the security of a 
guaranteed lifetime occupancy agreement. 

The community would have also long 
term and emergency health care available, 
as well as central dining, maintenance, 
housekeeping transportation and recrea- 
tional services and activities. 

Mrs. Banks' committee was organized by 
a group of individuals of retirement age liv- 
ing in the Terre Haute area. | 

"Many of us expressed a desire for а 
retirement village in Terre Haute so we 
would not have to move from the area," 
Mrs. Banks said. “Ме decided to organize 
to see what could be done. The meeting is 
being called to see how many others are in- 
terested.” 

As a result of their investigations, the 
committee members feel that retirement 
communities enable their residents to 
achieve a more comfortable and secure 
retirement.
